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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application 
is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on November 13, 2008 has been 
entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Claims 31, 33-48 and 51-73 have been cancelled and claims 74-77 added as 
requested in the amendment filed on November 13, 2008. Following the amendment, claims 74- 
77 are pending in the instant application. 

Claims 74-77 are under examination in the instant office action. 

3. Any objection or rejection of record, which is not expressly repeated in this action 
has been overcome by Applicant's response and withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on May 22, 2008 have been fully considered. New 
grounds of rejections directed to newly presented claims are set forth below.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 74-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schenk, 
1999, W099/27944 ('944 document from hereafter). 

Claims 74-77 are broadly drawn to a therapeutic composition comprising an amyloid- 
beta (AP) polypeptide linked to an antibody which is polyamine modified. The '944 document 
discloses therapeutic compositions comprising A0 polypeptides alone and fused to different 
polypeptides, which include antibodies, monoclonal, humanized and polyamine modified, see 
reasons of record regarding the '944 document being applied to the previous pending claims in 
the previous office actions of record. With respect to claim 76, because the antibody recited 
therein is identified as having binding affinity for amyloid comprising residues 1-39 of SEQ ID 
NO: 1, that particular antibody broadly encompasses epitopes outside of the SEQ ID NO: 1 and 
therefore reads on any antibody including the antibodies of the '944 document. Thus, the instant 
claimed invention is fully anticipated by the '944 document. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 76 directed to a therapeutic composition comprising an amyloid beta (AP) 
polypeptide linked to an anti-Ap antibody with specific binding affinity for amyloid peptide of 
SEQ ID NO: 1 wherein the antibody is polyamine modified and in a sterile pharmaceutically 
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acceptable carrier or excipient, would be allowable if rewritten in independent form to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim. Claims 75 and 77 would be allowable as well if rewritten in a 
form dependent from the amended claim 76.
